VOTE IN HOUSE INTERNATIONAL RELATIONS COMMITTEE 

FOLLOWING IS TEXT OF STATEMENT ISSUED EVENING MAY 3: 

QTE WE ARE EXTREMELY GRATIEIED AT THE RESULT OF THIS 
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MORNING'S HOUSE INTERNATIONAL RELATIONS COMMITTEE VOTE ON 
THE TURKISH ARMS EMBARGO. ALTHOUGH WE WOULD HAVE PREEERRED 
OE COURSE DEEEATING AT THE COMMITTEE LEVEL THE ADMINIS- 
TRATION'S ATTEMPT TO LIFT THE EMBARGO, THE NARROWNESS OF 
THE VOTE- 1 8 TO 17 TO LIFT IT-MAKES US CONFIDENT THAT WE 
WILL PREVAIL WHEN THE FULL HOUSE CONSIDERS THIS ISSUE LATER 
THIS MONTH. 

THE HOUSE INTERNATIONAL RELATIONS COMMITTEE HAS TRADITION- 
ALLY STRONGLY SUPPORTED ANY INCUMBENT ADMINISTRATION'S 
POLICY TOWARD THE EASTERN MEDITERRANEAN. THE CARTER ADMIN- 
ISTRATION'S ONE- VOTE MARGIN TODAY, THEREFORE, REPRESENTS A 
SERIOUS-AND BIPARTISAN-EROSION OF SUPPORT FOR ITS POLICY. 

IN FACT, IF THE TWO COMMITTEE MEMBERS ABSENT AT TODAY'S 
MEETING HAD BEEN PRESENT, THE ADMINISTRATION'S EFFORT 
WOULD HAVE BEEN DEFEATED. 

AS IT WAS, THE 17 VOTES CAST IN FAVOR OF KEEPING THE 
EMBARGO UNTIL TURKEY TAKES THE ACTIONS NECESSARY TO A 
SETTLEMENT ON CYPRUS MARK THE STRONGEST SUPPORT FOR THIS 
POSITION IN THE COMMITTEE IN THE NEARLY FOUR YEARS OF THE 
TURKISH OCCUPATION. 

WE THANK THOSE COMMITTEE MEMBERS WHO VOTED TO SUPPORT THE 
RULE OF LAW AND THE PRINCIPLED CONDUCT OF AMERICAN FOREIGN 
POLICY, AND WE LOOK FORWARD TO A VICTORY FOR THESE IDEALS 
UNCLASSIFIED
